Sr In compliance with law, the undersigned, auditor of 
public accounts of the, State of Arkansas, herewith: submits a 
biennial report, concertiing the revenue and of the receipts and. 
expenditures for the two fiscal years ending on the thirtieth day 
of September, 1858. - : 

The tabular statements accompanying - this report, lettered 
from A to Q inclusive, contain in ‘a condensed form, much val- 
uable information in regard to the operations and condition of 
the treasury; the amount of taxable property in the state; the 
amount of the state debt—all of which was incurred on account 


— — 


of the banks—and all other things id) toa full under- ` 


standing of the fiscal affairs of the state. - 

. Statements numbered from “1 to 6? inclusive, are intended 
to show the present condition of the grant of swamp and over- 
flowed lands to the state. 

It is believed that the tables herewith 1 presented, are so con- 
structed as to explain themselves, rendering it unnecessary | for 
the auditor to enter into an extended explanation or analysis 
of each, but simply to refer to the more important ónes. 

Table * B" exhibits the entire receipts into the state treasury, 
from all sources, during the two years ending September- 30th, 
1858; the amount of the expenditures of the state, through the 
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treasury, during the same period, and the balance of each fund 
remaining in the treasury on the first day*of October, 1858. 
An examination of this table- will show that the receipts, on 
account of general revenue, for the year 1857, fall short of the 
receipts for the year 1856, notwithstanding an increase of the 
value of taxable property within the state. The decrease in 
the revenue for the year 1857, arises from two causes: First, 
the reduction of the rate of taxation from one-fourth of one 
per centum to one-sixth of one per centum, at the last session 
of the General Assembly, and second: "The decision of the 
supreme court in regard to the taxation of such swamp and 
‘overflowed lands as were SH by the state prior to the 11th of 
January, 1855. 


There was due, from. the state, on the first day of October, 
1856, the sum of eighteen dollars and fourteen cents ($18 14) 
in Arkansas bank paper, to certain counties for county taxes 
paid into the state treasury, on account of lands redeemed and 
sold, and the further sum of one hundred and twenty-four dol- 
lars ($124) in Arkansas bank paper, to the common school fund, 
but the money was notin the treasury. The further sum of 
five hundred and four dollars and ten cents ($504 10) in Ar- 
kansas bank paper, is due to the internal improvement fund, 


and this money, though in the treasury on the first day of Oc- " 


tober, 1856, was burned during the last session of the General 
Assembly, under a resolution so instructing the committee on 
the auditor and treasurer’s books. As the state is indebted to 
these funds in the aggregate sum of six hundred and forty-six 
dollars and twenty-four cents, ($646 24), and as it is contrary to 
the policy of the state to pay out Arkansas bank paper which 
has been redeemed, it would be well if the General Assembly 
would adopt the suggestion made by your excellency in your 
message to that body at the opening of the past session, to 
make an appropriation out of the money in the treasury, to 
reimburse these funds. 


The amount of redeemed treasury warrants now in the state 
treasury, is two hundred and ninéty-seven thousand, six hun- 
dred and eighty-nine dollars and twelve cents, ($297,689 12,) 
and the amount of old state scrip is thirty dollars ($30.) There 


to 
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is, , also; in tle: treasury, “the. sum 1 of three thousand, seven hun- 


dred and sixty-four: dollars and fifty-eight cents, ($3,764 58,) in. 
bonds and couponis of the Bank of the State of Arkansas, which 


was received from the’ securities of. Samuel Adams, former trea- 
surer. As this sum was taken in payment of a debt due to the 
state, it-has always been treated as forming a part of the funds 
of the state applicable to state expenditures. In order to sim- 
plify the aceounts and lessen the labors in this office, the auditor 
would suggest the propriety. of enacting a law requiring the 
redeeméd treasury warrants to be registered and burned as has 
been done heretofore; the State Bank bonds and coupons above 
mentioned to be canceled, sealed up and filed in the treasurer's 


office, and the auditor and treasurer directed to make the pro:* 


per entries on the books of their respective offices, so as to 
save the necessity of further accounting these items. 


Table * D" shows the amount due to the state, on account 


of the different funds therein named, fróm the State Bank at 
Little Rock, October Ist, 1858. Aš it is not probable that any- - 


thing will ever be realized from this account, the General As- 


sembly should pass an aet authorizing the auditor to cancel the ` 


~ 


charges against said bank, on the books in his office. 


Tables “ G” and “ H” exhibit each species of property taxed 
in the several counties for the years 1857 and 1858; the separate 
valuation of each species; the amount of tax paid by peddlers; 
the aggregate value of all taxable property in each county, and 
the gross amount of state taxes charged to-sheriffs, from the 
returns made to this office. No tax-book was. received from the 
county of Searcy, for the year 1857; the sheriff in office in the 
spring of 1857, resigned at about the time the assessment should 
have been completed, and before ‘his successor could be ap- 
pointed and qualified, the time had expired in which to com- 


plete the assessment and file.the list. In consequence of the 


late period at which the clerk of Mississippi county made out 
the tax-book of that county for the year 1857, so as to have 
it ready for delivery, the sheriff and collector refused to receipt 
for the book, so that no taxes were collected in that county in 
that year. The tax-books for the year 1858, have not yet been 
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received from the counties of Arkansas, Ashley, Columbia, 
Greene, Lawrence, Mississippi and Sevier. 

By referring to table “H” it will be seen that the total 
amount of taxableZproperty in the state, exclusive of those 
counties from which no returns have been received, exceeds 
eighty-seven millions of dollars, ($87,000,000.) The value of 
the taxable property in the seven counties above named will 


- exceed thirteen millions of dollars, ($13, 000,000,) which, if we 


add to the former amount, will give us, in round numbers, one 
hundred millions of dollars ($100,000,000) of taxable property in 
the state for the year 1858, showing that the amount of taxa- 


ble property has nearly doubled in four years. 


Table “ N” shows the number of bonds issued to and sold by 
the Bank of the State of Arkansas; the number of bonds that 
have been redeemed, and the number outstanding and unre- 
deemed on the first day of October, 1858. The total number 
of State Bank bonds redeemed, canceled and filed in the state 
treasury, is one hundred and forty-four 5 per cent. bonds, and 
-four hundred and nine 6 per cent. bonds, making in all, five 
hundred and fifty-three, which costthe state or thé bank, in the 
aggregate, the sum of nine hundred and twenty-five thousand, 
oue hundred and seventy-four dollars and thirty-five cents, 
($725,174 35.) The number of bonds sold by the Bank of the 
State of Arkansas, outstanding on the first day of October, 
1858, is twenty-five 5 per cent. bonds, and five hundred and 
ninety-one 6 per cent. bonds, in all, six hundred and sixteen 
bonds, amounting to six hundred and sixteen thousand dollars 
as principal, and upon which the interest due and unpaid by . 
the bank, amounts to six hundred and thirty-one thousand, one 
hundred and forty-two dollars and fifty-eight cents, making a 
debt of one million, two hundred and forty-seven thousand, one 
hundred and forty-two dollars and fifty-eight cents, ($1,247,142 
58,) on account of the Bank of the State of Arkansas. 

Table “O” shows the number of bonds issued to and sold 
by the Real Estate Bank of the State of Arkansas; the num- 
ber canceled and filed with the state treasurer, by the receivers 
in chancery of the assets of the Real Estate Bank; the number 
outstanding and unredeemed on the 1st day of October, 1858; 
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the interest due thereon; as also, the amount of notes or bills. 
of said bank and its. branches burned by said receivers in the 
presence of the treasurer, as reported tothe auditor. The total 
number of Real Estate Bank. bonds redeemed, canceled and 
filed, is five hundred and eighty-four, which, with detached 
coupons canceled and filed, amounted, when canceled, to the 
sum of one million, one hundred and thirty-seven thousand, 

one hundred and seventy-two dollars and sixteen cents ($1, 137, - 
172 16.) In addition to said bonds canceled and filed in the 
state treasury, there have been deposited, | but not redéemed or 
canceled, under the provisions of sections eight and nine of 
the act of the General. Assembly, approved January 13, 1857, 
forty-two bonds of said bank, for the purpose of providing, a, 

fund for the redemption of lands mortgaged to the Real Estate 
Bank, when the liability of the mortgaged lands to the state 

and bondholders shall hereafter have beem ascertained, at 

which time, the state treasurer is required by law,.to apply a 

sufficient amount of such deposit to the payment of the liabili- 
ties before the lands can be fully released. On the first day of 
October, 1858, there were nine hundred and forty-six bonds that ` 
had been issued to and sold by said Real Estate Bank, yet unre- 
deemed. This number includes the forty-two bonds deposited 
as above stated. The interest on these nine hundred and forty- 
six bonds yet unredeemed, which remained unpaid by the bank, 
on the first day of October, 1858, amounts to eight hundred and 
forty-five thousand, eight hundred and thirty dollars ($845, 830;) 
which, added to the principal of the unredeemed bonds, makes 
the sum of one million, eight hundred and hinety-one thou- 
sand, eight hundred and thirty dollars ($1,891,830,) for which 
the state is liable on account of the Real Estate ‘Bank. 


In February. last, the snpreme -eourt of this state, in a case 
brought from Crittenden county, decided that: “ All swamp and 
overflowed lands sold by the state, under the provisions of the. 
act of sixth of January, 1851, while the 14th section thereof 
was in force, are, by contract between the state and the pur- 
chasers,-exempt from taxation until reelaimed, or for ten years, 
if not sooner reclaimed.” The greater part of the: swamp 
lands sold prior to the first day of January, 1856, were assessed 


for taxation, in 1857, and-the collectors charged with the amount 


of taxes assessed- thereon, but, in consequénce of the decision 
of the supreme court above referred to, in many counties, the 
owners of the swamp lands, or théir agents, refused to pay the 
taxes thereon, and when the collectors attempted to enforce-the 
collection of tlie amounts due by a sale of the lands, they were 
restrained from so doing by writs of injunction issued from the 
circuit courts of said counties. Under these circumstances, the 
auditor deemed it a hardship to force tlie collectors to pay those 
sums which they had thus been restrained from collecting by 
the arm of the law, nor did he feel authorized to allow them 
credits for the amounts so uncollected, but consented to permit 
them to stand over, without taking steps to enforce payment, 
until the session of the next General Assembly, with a view of 
submitting the matter to that body for such action as may be 
deemed right and proper. n 

In some counties, injunctions were granted to restrain the 
collection of taxes on swamp lands sold since the 11th day of 
January, 1855, at which time the fourteenth section of the act 
of 1851 was repealed. In such cases, the prosecuting attor- 
neys of the proper distriets were promptly furnished with a 
properly authenticated list of the lands, and instructed to take 
the necessary steps to have the injunctions dissolved without 
delay. U 


Great difficulty has been experienced, in some cases, in the 
collection of the revenue in counties where the ccllectors have 
died after giving bond and entering upon the discharge of their 
duties. In such cases, it is difficult to determine who is the pro- 
per person, or officer to collect the taxes. Some action should 
be had to remedy this defect in the law, either by allowing the 
securities of the deceased collector to appoint some suitable 
person, under sufficient bond to the state, or by authorizing the 
county court to hold an immediate special term, when informed 
of the death of the collector, to ascertain the balance due and 
uncollected on the tax book, and to require the succeeding offi- 
cer elected or appointed, to proceed and complete the collection 
of the revenue. 

In justice to the officers charged with the collection of the 


state revenue, it is proper to state that they have been faithful 
and prompt in the discharge of their duties. But one case 
oceurred within the last two yeafs, where the collector failed to 
pay into the treasury the amount collected by him, and in that 
case his securities have since settled the account. 

Statement “ No. 1”.shows the amounts of auditor's warrants 
drawn upon the treasurer, on account of the swamp and. over- 
flowed lands, under their appropriate captions, during the two 
years ending September 30, 18587 

Statement “ No. 2” shows the total amount of receipts and 
expenditures on account of the swamp land fund, during the 
two years ending September 30, 1858. i 

Statement “No. 3” shows the amount of specie paid into the 
state treasury, from the several land districts, on account «of 
the sales of swamp lands, and the disposition made of the 
same, during the two years ending September 30, 1858. 

Statement “No. 4” shows the amount. of swamp land scrip 
issued by the treasurer up to.the first day of October, 1856, and 
the amount received up to that time; the amount issued during 
the two years ending with the 30th September, 1858, and the 
‘amount redeemed in the same period, and the amount outstand- 
ing on the first day of October, 1858. The total. amount of 
treasurer's swamp land scrip outstanding is seventy- seven 
thousand, nine hundred and -eighty-nine dollars and twénty- 
five cents ($77,989 25.) How much of this is. general scrip, 
or how much is payable in specified districts, the records. of 
this office do not afford the means of ascertaining. This infor- 
mation can only-be obtained from the ES and files in the 
office of the treasurer. 


Statement “No. E shows the amount of swamp land scrip 
issued by the swamp land commissioners, as reported by them 
to the General Assembly, in 1854, and the amount redeemed 
up to October Ist, 1858. The total amount reported as issued. 
by the commissioners is three hundred and seventy thousand, 
seven hundred and sixty dollars ($370,760), but the total 
amount redeemed, as reported to this office by the treasurer, is 
three hundred and eighty-two thousand, eight hundred and 
forty dollars ($382,840.) The amount'redeemed exceeds the 


| 
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amount reported to have been issued in the sum.of twelve 
thousand and eighty dollars ($12,080), and shows that the 
amount issued was erroneously reported, or that scrip fraudu-- 
lently issued or fraudulently obtained, has been redeemed by 
the state. . l 

Statement “No. 6” shows the number of acres, in-the seve- 
ral land districts, confirmed to the state_as swamp. and over- 
flowed lands; the number of acres of confirmed lands sold by 


the swamp land commissioners; the number of acres sold by * 


the several land agents, and the number remaining unsold on 
the first day of October, 1858. 


When the present auditor tool; charge of the office, he found 
the swamp land department, as regards the reports of sales 
both by the commissioners and the agents; the marking of the 
plats and registry of deeds made, in great confusion. Except 
that an attempt had been made to divide the lands sold by the 
commissioners, into those confirmed and those not confirmed 
to the state, the reports of sales made, both by the commission- 
ers and agents, were left as they had been made to this office. 
In order to ascertain whether a particular' tract of land had 
been pr eviously 'sold, it was neeessary to go over all the former 
reports of the agents of the district in which the land was situ- 
ate, and over the reports of the sales by the commissioners. 
These reports were not only liable to be mislaid or lost, but 
from the frequent handling and examination of them, were 
liable to injury and mutilation. As it was -obvious that these 
records were among the most important belonging tó the state; 
that the titles to mueh of the most valuable land in the state 
rested upon the evidence contained in these reports, and that 
their preservation was a matter of supreme importance to the 


people and to the state, the auditor procured suitably bound’ 


books, in which the lands sold and located were entered in 
township and range order, and the plats carefully marked. The 


‘reports contained many errors. In many instances, lands had 
i . * ] e . Se 
been sold twice or thirce by the commissioners and agents, and . 


in numerous cases the latter sold lands which they had no au- 
thority to sell. To prevent different parties froni" procuring 
deeds for the same lands; to avoid other mistakes, confliets, 
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confusion and losses to the state and purchasers, it was indis- 
pensably necessary that the reports of sales should be entered 
in township and range order,each several entry compared with . 
the preceding ones, conflicts and errors noted, and the plats of 
each township carefully: marked. Though not specially au- 
thorized or directed to do so, the auditor has had the work done. 
By this means upwards of three thousand errors have been dis- 
covered and corrected, and as many more detected, noted and 
put in a condition to be corrected whenever the General As 
sembly shall vest the auditor or land agents with the power to 
correct such errors, the correction of which are not now 'pro- 
vided for by law. Among: these are lands sold by the agents 
that have never been confirmed to the state, other lands sold 
that were erroneously confirmed, having been sold by the 
United States and requested to be stricken from the confirmed 
lists. In addition to this, when copying the reports of sales 
instances were detected, amounting to $6,493 88, where" sales 
had not been extended, so that the purchase money was not _ 
added inor charged to-the agents. They were immediately 
notified,and have promptly paid the several amounts so found - 
to be due from them. The amounts so collected will be found 
to exceed the cost of the books and labor employed-in record- 
ing the reports of sales. And these errors of ómission were of 
such a character, that in all probability they would not have 
been detected until the reports were copied, and if the time 
had been delayed, the amounts would EES i: been 
lost. :
